BIG THREE TALKS IN RECESS 


Election Returns 


Eden, Attlee Also Return to England for 


Ninth Potsdam Meeting. 


Tomorrow After 


POTSDAM, July 25 (AP)—A 
four-engined passenger plane 
carried Prime Minister Churchill 
and his party back to England 
this afternoon after another meet- 
ing of the Big Three. 

Churchill, Foreign Secretary An- 
thony Eden and Clement R. .Att- 


lee, Labor party leader, arranged 
a recess so they could be in 
London when results of the Brit- 
ish election July 5 are announced 
tomorrow., Attlee has been at- 
tending the conference as an ob- 
server at Churchill’s invitation. 

Four army sedans from the 
British compound took the Brit- 
ish leaders to a strongly guarded 
airport. There was no formal 
tarewell from American and So- 
viet delegates. 

The meeting of the Prime Min- 
ister, President Truman and 
Premier Stalin today was the 
ninth of the Potsdam series. For- 
eign office representatives. will 
carry on the conversations to- 
morrow.

Louis Mountbatten, supreme Allied 
commander in southeast Asia, dis-‘ 
closed today he had participated 
in the Potsdam conference. He re- 
cently conferred with Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur at Manila.)

CLOUDS AND WIND 
BREAK HEAT WAVE 
FOR DAY OR TWO 


Cold Front Moves In— 
High Temperatures Due 
by Weekend—4 Dead, 
9 Collapse. 


The seven-day heat wave was 
broken, at least temporarily, 
early this afternoon when a mass 
of cold air pushing southeastward 
from Canada made itself felt 
here in the form of overcast skies 
and northerly winds. Scattered 
showers followed. 

The welcome relief was termed 
only a temporary break in the 
heat wave, however. Assistant 
Meteorologist A. A. Rausch said 
St. Louis would enjoy a respite 
“for at least a day or two,” but 
he pointed out that higher tem- 
peratures are predicted for the 
extreme northwestern portion of 
Missouri tomorrow, and warned 
that St. Louis in all probability 
will experience torrid weather 
again by the end of the week. 

The cool air halted a soaring 
mercury as it reached 918 de- 
grees at 12:20 o'clock this after- 
noon, By 2 o'clock the tempera- 
ture had dropped to 83.

TOSPEAK UP NOW 


Senator Warns Them Not 
to Cripple It ‘A Year

WASHINGTON, July 25 (AP)— 
Senator Lucas (Dem.), Illinois, 
challenged any critics of the 
United Nations charter in the 
Senate today to lay thei: cards on 


the table now—"“not a yea hence.” | 


Speaking on the third day of 
general debate on the _ treaty, 
Lucas forecast the charter “will 
rank among the greatest docu- 
ments in history. 


No senator, he stressed, should 
vote for it because he believes it 
politically dangerous to do other- 
wise. 

Lucas'’s remarks were in the na- 
ture of a reply to Senator Wheel- 
er (Dem.), Montana, who said 
yesterday he would vote for the 
treaty but promised a battle on 
the subsequent agreements stipu- 
lating the United States contribu- 
tion in troops and resources to the 
worid organization. Charter sup- 
porters have contended that any 
limitation later would be a breach 
of good faith. 

“Let no one vote for this world 
document,” Lucas said, “with the 
belief that some day when the im- 
plementing statutes and the spe- 
cial agreements come to us for 
congressional action, then will be 
the hour to draw the military 
teeth from this new international 
agreement. 

“If there are those who have 
reservations or amendments, now 
is the time to present them.” ~»« 

Senator Hatch, (Dem.), New 
Mexico, plunged the Senate into 
an uproar yesterday when he 
challenged an earlier assertion by 
John Foster Dulles, chief adviser 
to the American delegation in San 
Francisco, that this military agree- 
ment would come back to the 
chamber for a two-thirds ratifi- 
cation vote. 

Wheeler Raises Issue. 

Wheeler, in delivering a 15,000- 
word speech in which he said he 
would vote for the charter largely 
because of Dulles’s statement on 
this point, read Dulles’s testimony 
before thea Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee. He added that 
the record also showed Chairman 
Connally (Dem.), Texas, agreeing 
“thoroughly” with Dulles that a 
treaty was in order. 

Previously the issue had not 
been raised. It was a_ loosely 
guarded secret, however, that sev- 
eral State Department officials 
were worried at the possibility of 
facing another treaty debate on 
this score. Wheeler said it would 
be a real fight and that he would 
help wage it. 

Senator Vandenberg’ (Rep.), 
Michigan, said it had not occurred 
to him before that anything but 
a treaty would be offered, but 
that he had .0 objection to ap- 
proval in statute form. 

Wheeler's action in reading to 
the Senate the Dulles statement 
and Connally’s approval of _§ it 
brought Connally to his feet with 
the assertion that he was express- 
ing orly a persona! view in favor- 
ing submission of the agreement 
as a treaty. 

That question could be decided 
later, when the agreement had 
be _n made, Connally said, adding 
that he wasn’t afraid to submit 
the issue to the Senate alone 
Gespite the necessity for a two- 
thirds vote there. 

“I have faith in the Senate,” 

e asserted, “I believe that if we 
adopt the charter and make a 
promise to furnish troops accord- 
i.g to the agreement, the United 
States Senate, whether it be Re- 
publican or Democratic ... by a 
wo-thirds majority will keep the 
faith which we have pledged to 
he other nations of the world.” 

If the Senate didn’t intend to 
fo that, he continued, it had bet- 
er not ratify the charter. 

“If we mean to ratify it simply 
as a matter of form and then 
later attempt to sabotage it by 
eeking excuses for not furnish- 
ing troops or by stipulating that 
we will furnish them only within 
certain areas, we shall be violat- 
ng the very fundamentals of this 
agreement,” Connally said. 

Burton for It, But Cites Flaw. 

Senator Burton (Rep.), Ohio, 
oday envisaged the United Na- 
ions postwar council as so strong 
no one wouid be able to resist its 
decisions.

“The effect of these limitations,” 
he said, “is that while this mech- 
anism for the use of economic 
and military force is an advance 
beyond any comparable mechan- 
ism set up in the League of Na- 
tions, it is substantially limited 
by its own provisions.”

MORGENTHAU SAYS 
TRUMAN DID NOT

Friends Assert He Quit After 
Seeking Guarantee of Ten- 
ure Until Peace. 


WASHINGTON, July 25 (AP)— 
Henry Morgenthau Jr. said flatly 
today that President Truman had 
not asked him to resign as Secre- 
tary of the Treasury He told a 
reporter he failed to make him- 
self clear in New York yesterday 
when he said his leaving was “not 
of my own choosing.”

“The combat methods used by 
the German army in Poland met 
@ specific situation—a very long 
front, large differences in num- 


bers, absence of continuous and 
fortified frontiers, superiority of 
technical equipment. On the 
western front, operations will no 
doubt take another form .. . 
although it is possible that on 
certain parts of the western front, 
the Germans may again apply the 
methods of the Polish campaign.” 

Gen. Charles de Gaulle, then 
a colonel commanding the tanks 
of the Fifth Army, drew quite a 
different conclusion. 

On Nov. 11, 1939, he sent a 
report to the high command 
underlining the decisive role 
played in this short war by the 
panzer divisions, and asking 
that armored divisions be 
formed immediately from the in- 
fantry’s supporting tank bat- 
talions. 

The records of the Riom trial 
reveal that Gen. Alphonse 
Georges wrote in the margin of 
this report: “Interesting, but 
the constructive idea does not 
equal the criticism, To be 
studied.” 


I have since asked Gen. Maurice 
Gamelin, commander in chief at 
that time, what happened, and 
what was the meaning of Gen. 
Georges’ comment. 

“Col. de Gaulle did in fact send 
this report,” he _ replied, “It 
reached the high command 
through normal mijitary channels. 
Gen. Bourret, commanding the 


Fifth Army, sent it on to Gen. 
Pretelat, commanding the army, 
group, with reservations; and the | 
latter, in his turn, transmitted it 
with reservations to Gen. Georges 
(who was commander in north- 
eastern France, the first high 
French genera! to feel the might 
of Germany's panzers). 

“Gen, Duffieux, inspector-gener- 
al for tanks and infantry, was 
hostile,” Gamelin went on. “He 
had always maintained that 
tanks should be formed into sup- 
porting battalions for the infan- 
try. 

“It was not, however, possible | 
to create the armored divisions 
De Gaulle proposed, merely by 
putting together the infantry-sup- 
porting tank battalions — this 
mainly because the Renault 1935 
tanks of the supporting battalions 
did not have the gasoline capacity, 
radio equipment, speed or arma- 
ment for independent action as a 
tank division.” 

I asked Gen. Gamelin if we 
could not have grouped our 40 
battalions of supporting tanks 
into a massive armored force 
which, without much range, might 
still re counter-attacked in the 
rear he invasion corridors at 
Sedan and Dinant. 

“We could not entirely deprive 
the infantry of its supporting 
tanks.” ’ 

“Even the infantry behind the 
Maginot line and the Rhine?” 

“The infantry occupying the 
western segment of the Maginot 
line,” Gamelin replied, “was 25 
kilometers (15 miles) in front of 
the fortifications, in accordance 
with Marshal Petain’s plan, sacri- 
ficing the strategic concept of 
maneuver to the holding of the 
best defensive position available. 
Tanks were therefore needed 
there. 

“The commander of each army 
was, however, free to use the sup- 
porting tank battalions of his in- 
fantry regiments as one mass, 
grouped under the army tank 
commander.” 

“Why did not any of them do 
that?” 

“I have no idea,” replied Game- | 
lin. “Gen. Charles Huntziger | 
(commander of the French Sec- | 

ond Army, who signed the Com-| 
piegne Armistice with Germany. 
and was commander in chief of 
Vichy forces under Petain—Edi- 
tor), for instance, could have 
grouped his tank battalions west 
of the Meuse for massed use south 
of Sedan (blocking the first Ger- 
man breach of the Maginot line— 
Ed.) ' 

“Gen. Gaston Billotte, com- 
manding the Northern Army 
group (who had also -recommend- 
ed independent tank divisions— 
Ed.), was no. doubt overtaken 
by events,” said Gamelin. “With 
Gen. Andre Corap’s tanks, he 
could have formed an important 
armored group west of Dinant.” 

“But in fact,” I repeated, “the 
supporting tank battalions were 
everywhere used on their own?” 

7.” 

Thus the responsible leaders 
on the northeastern front in 
France could have opposed the 
nine, and, later, 10 panzer di- 
visions which invaded Belgium 
on May 10, 1940, by means 
which, though improvised, might 
all the same have been useful. 
But they believed in systematic 
defense; that the continuous 
front was invulnerable; that, as 
in the last war, the enemy could 
only attack after a lengthy ac- 
cumulation of troops and ma- 
terial.

When Gen. Maurice Gamelin be- 
fame commander in chief in Jan- 


wary, 1935, two years after Hitler's 


rise to power and at a time when 
Germany was already arming, he 
took over from his predecessor, 
Weygand, the short Maginot line 
in Alsace and Lorraine, and an 
army totally lacking in modern 


weapons and about to be cut in. 


half numerically during the com- 


ing so-called “short years” (when) 
conscripts were drawn from the, 
depleted groups of those born be- 


tween 1914 and 1918—Ed.) 

Gamelin realized that both 
time and money were lacking 
for the construction of perma- 
nent (fortifications similar to 
those of the Maginot line itself 
(which had taken more than 
five years to complete). He de- 
cided, to devote the resources 
he had to weapons rather than 
to permanent fortifications. He 
did, however, ask for light forti- 
fications along’ the completely 
unprotected portions of our fron- 
tier. 

These light fortifications con- 
sisted merely of barbed wire, 
anti-tank ditches and obstacles 
and a certain number of block- 
houses, 

Yet, at a meeting of the three 
ministers responsible for national 
defense, the commanders in chief 
of thethreeservicesand the For- 

eign Minister, Aug, 23, 1939, follow- 
ing the news of the Hitler-Stalin 
agreement, Prime Minister Ed- 
ouard Daladier said: “France has 
made a huge effort to create a Sys- 
tem of fortifications protecting her 
frontiers...In the present situa- 
tion, with France called upon to 
fight alone for several months, 
we are in a position to appreciat 
the security insured by our forti- 
fications.” 

But light fortifications are 
not powerful defenses. In ad- 
dition, having been ordered too 
late, they were only partly fin- 
ished when war broke out. The 
secondary positions, intended to 
create a “halting” line along the 
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over Mussolini and Abyssinia, 
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whole front, were only begun 4 


on Nov. 15, 1939—after two and 
a half months of war. In spite 
of the unhoped-for breather of 
the eight-month “phony” war, 
the Givet positions (where the 
enemy crossed the Meuse in 
May, 1940) and those at Dinant 
had not been reinforced. 

In the vital Sedan sector, at 
the other end of the Ardennes 
front, two members of the Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee of the 
Chamber of Deputies, Taitting- 
er and De Framond, who in- 
spected it in March, 1940—more 
than six months after the out- 
bfeak of war—reported that the 
fortifications were embryonic; 
that in certain positions at Se- 
dan the cement had not even 
been made; and that on the ap- 
proach roads, the defense works 
and strong points “would not 
hold the enemy: for over an 
hour.” But their committee’s 
authority was so limited that 
nothing was done. Gen. Hunt- 
ziger, in immediate command 
on the Sedan sector, sent in an 
optimistic counter-report, and 
the matter was shelved.

Paul Reynaud 
French Prophet 
Ahead of Time 


Key Witness Against 
Petain Wrote His 
Memoirs in Cell, 
Hid Manuscript. | 
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AUL REYNAUD, last Premier 
P of pre-Vichy France and key 

witness at the trial of Marshal 
Petain, the Vichy dictator, has 
always been the stormy petrel of 
French politics. 

This short, broad-shouldered 
man with twinkling brown eyes 
has thrived on violent controversy. 
All his political life he has been 
prophet before his time. 
When the alliance with Russia 
was unpopular among French con- 
servatives, he battled unremit- 
tingly for it. 

He came out on the side of 
Great Britain and against Laval 


He fought the “Brahmins” of 
the general staff over the need 
for a modern mechanized army. 

He argued for immediate action 
when the German army marched 
into the Rhineland in 1936. He bit- 
terly opposed Munich. 

Reynaud was born of Alpine 
mountain stock, the stock which 
gave France its most famous regi- 
ment the fast-moving, wiry, 
tough and ruthless Chasseurs Al- 
pins, or Blue Devils. 


Started Memoirs. 


When, in September 1940, the 


‘police of Vichy came to get Rey- 


naud on Hiitler’s orders, they 
found him in the old mountain 
farmhouse in which he had been 
born, calmly writing the first 
chapters of the memoirs which 
will become historians’ material 
for many years to come, 

Four years and eight months 
after his arrest he smilingly re- 
turned from the last of his many 
prisons without any outward sign 
of change.

It 
was a popular theory. 

The partisans of a defensive 
war, who promoted the delusion 
of a fortified line, were those 
same men who opposed formation 
of an independent armored corps 
as the instrument of the hated of- 
fensive theory. The “defensive” 
was at the root of our defeat. 

If France was not fortified, 
who was responsible? 

The man who in 1922 shelved 
the Joffre plan (for adequate 
arming of France) and made us

The Cost of Health 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Dr. Fishbein, heading an organiza- 
tion which has attempted to prevent 
any social legislation whatever, is hardly 
the proper person to protect the public 
against the Wagner-Murray-Dingell bill. 

In his talk Thursday evening, Dr. 
Fishbein cited the example of a person 
who earns $2000 a year, and now pays 
$20, and under the proposed legislation 
will pay $96. So what! A person who 
earns $2000 to $2500 a year has a heavy, 
demanding job, and must take care of 
himself, or herself, as I should know. 
During the past eight years, I have been 
away from my desk just 13% days on 
account of illness, which included an at- 
tack of pneumonia, So I should be con- 
sidered a normally healthy person. 

Keeping good health has cost me an 
average of around $225 a year, including 
dues in Group Hospital and one of those 
health groups which Dr. Fishbein once 
fought and now favors as the lesser of 
two evils. In comparison with thet an- 
nual health outlay, $100 or so, or $80 to 
$95 in addition to the present inade- 
quate sociai security, looks very desira- 
ble from where I’m standing. 

The insurance companies don’t want 
Government disease prevention and 
cure. The idea sets them crazy, for ob- 
vious reasons. The big industrialists 
don’t want it; it will cost them some- 
thing, and why should they worry about 
losing an employe through illness or 
death? In peacetime, they can always 
replace him, perhaps for less money. 
The “successful” physicians don’t want 
it. They will “make” less off the great 
“middle class” who go to doctors when 
it’s too late and work the remainder of 
their half-sick lives to pay exorbitan 
medica] bills, . 

But perhaps the not-so-successful 
but just-as-good doctors who have be- 
come accustomed to eating regularly 
under Government auspices during the 
war may not want to starve after the 
war, and their appetites may put a 
crimp in the efforts of the medical op- 
ponents of the Wagner-Murray-Dingell 
bill. Here’s hoping!

Peril in Keeping Hirohito 

The advocates of negotiated peace with Japan 
are again singing their siren song, this time 
actually under the sponsorship of a United States 
Senator. He is Wherry of Nebraska, Republican 
whip, who introduces a document, purportedly 
written by a “high military source,” calling for 
certain promises to Japan in order to “stop 
slaughter of American boys and Japanese civil- 
ians immediately.” This remarkable letter has 
been sent to President Truman at Potsdam. 

An end of the war in Asia would be gratifying 
news for all Americans. One important objective 
must be borne in mind, however—making sure 
that we are writing a permanent end to the war, 
not merely accepting a truce that will leave 
Japan’s fanatical militarism in a dormant state, 
to burst forth again in greater violence after a 
generation or so. r 

The Wherry-sponsored peace plan provides 
that Hirohito be reinstated immediately after 
Japan’s surrender. This has a superficial ap- 
peal, for it has been urged that the Emperor, 
in view of his ‘‘divine’”’ status in Japanese eyes, 
could be used by the Allies to help. keep the 
peace. However, the Allies did not consider re- 
storing Hitler as Fuehrer of Germany as part 
of the surrender program in Europe. It would 
be even more dangerous to consider such a step 
with regard to the Mikado. 

Hirohito, in addition to his status as God- 
Emperor, is the head of Japan’s military system. 
The Emperor cult is at the bottom of the whole 
“master race” doctrine which inspires Japan’s 
aggression and its soldiers’ fanatical spirit. Says 
T. A. Bisson, an authority on the Far East: “The 
imperial institution in and of itself bears a threat 
to the growth of a democratic and good-neigh- 
borly Japan.” 

The Chinese, who know Jap aggression well 
and painfully, have no such ideas as Wherry 
about retaining the Mikado. Instead, they have 
demanded his trial as a war criminal. Sun Fo, a 
high Chinese official, said in an article re- 
printed on this page several months ago: 

If there is to be an end to militarism and 

a beginning of democracy in Japan—if the 

war with Japan will not have to be fought 

over at some later date—the Mikado must 
go. The imperial idea is the essence of 

Japanese aggression. . .. The militarists de- 

pend upon the Mikado for their existence. 

Their overwhelming and_ all-embracing 

power over the Japanese people stems from 

the Mikado. 

If the Allies keep the Mikado in power, Japan’s 
people will be sure that he is divinely protected, 
since even his enemies treat him with respect. 
But if he is treated just as the other war leaders 
are treated, then the Mikado will be associated 
unmistakably in the public mind with the men 
who caused this costly and disastrous conflict. 

Certainly the Chinese should be able to give 
some good advice on how to deal with the 
Mikado. As they are Japan’s closest neighbor, 
and would again be the first victim of a re- 
vived Jap militarism, their opinion should be 
respected rather than that of an anonymous 
American theorist sponsored by a politician obvi- 
ously seeking to make political capital out of 
the peace terms. 


Reproof to Ida 

It’s rare indeed that indignation overpowers 
gallantry to the extent of producing a reproof 
to a mother, but one of those times has arrived. 
The repugnant fact must be faced: there is a 
mother here in St. Louis who is disgracing the 
glorious tradition of maternity by callous refusal 
to have anything to do with her offspring, -re- 
sponsibility for whose care has been assumed 
by individuals not even related to the family. 
This graceless creature’s name is Ida; she resides 
at the Zoo and, even if she is a giraffe, her con- 
duct is deplorable.

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A Date for War Criminal Trials 


After Sept. 15 may seem a belated time to be- 
gin the trials of Axis war criminals, considering 
that the United Nations commission has been 
grappling with the problem for almost two years. 
However, a great many doubts as to this agency’s 
effectiveness have been swept away since Justice 
Jackson’s illuminating report and program of 
action, presented in early June. It is now clear 
that the groundwork for the trials is being care- 
fully laid,.so every indication is phat the time 
until Sept. 15 will be wisely invested. 

Particularly assuring is the fact that’ Dr. 
Bohuslav Ecer, the Czechoslovak delegate who 
announced the date, expresses hope that press 
representatives from all nations will attend, so 
that the full facts of the trials and the’evidence 
will be made known “to every, citizen of the 
world, and especially to every German,” 

The fullest publicity ought to prevail, In the 
interest of informing all peoples and of keeping 
the record of Axis barbarism straight for history. 
The two purposes of these trials—doing justice 
and deterring future would-be aggressors—can 
be best carried out by completely open hearings. 
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City’s Union Electric Questions 

St. Louis’s petition for leave to intervene in 
the Federal-State investigation of Union Electric 
indicates a wholesome vigilance by the City- Gov- 
ernment in the community’s interest. The per- 
mission, which is fairly customary in any event, 
should be granted even the quicker to a city 
whose people and institutions provide 60 per 
cent of the company’s revenue. 

Not only is the city properly a party in inter- 
est, but its petition raises pertinent and sub- 
stantial questions. How much of the price paid 
for Laclede Power & Light represents property 
used in the public service? Why should Union 
not come down to Laclede rates instead of either 
maintaining separate rates or bringing Laclede’s 
up to its own? 

Are St, Louis customers carrying any part of 
the joint, common and overhead costs that should 
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be apportioned elsewhere in Union Electric’s ter- 
ritory? (This question alone should win approval 
for the petition.) Is the company paying its affil- 
iates too much for electrical energy? (The indi- 
cated 5.42 mills per kilowatt-hour seems a little 
high, though not necessarily unreasonably so. 
If reduction is justified, however, eVen one mill 
would effect a rather large economy.) 

These are all good questions. They deserve 
good answers, and the city should be granted its 
right to help find them. 
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Coal and German Industry 

Coal is so desperately needed to weight the 
Continental scales on the side of stability that 
2600 German prisoners of war, all miners, will 
be hurried from this country to German coal 
mines within the next six weeks. Black diamonds 
will help to buy the peace. It is no accident 
that Secretary Ickes prepares us for a chillier 
winter and the sacrifice of 6,000,000 tons of coal 
to Europe at the very moment that Mr. Truman 


_ ponders the pattern of victory at Potsdam—par- 


ticularly no accident in view of previous plans 
to end all coal shipments to Europe by Sept. 1 
for fear of a domestic shortage. 

This responsibility to help clean up the mess 
that war has made is one we accept ungrudging- 
ly. The wasted countries of Europe must have 
food, and coal-fed transportation to move it, They 
must have coal-fueled utilities and winter warmth 
for the health it will take to rebuild. But in mak- 
ing this bid for a better, safer Europe, we can- 
not afford to be disillusioned. 

Disillusionment can be avoided only if the 
coal of Germany is used to reconstruct those 
countries that were shattered by the Nazis, even 
as our own coat will be used toward the same 
end. If the coal of Western Germany is used 
to maintain and reconstitute German industry— 
and there is evidence as well as talk of it— 
then our generosity will turn as bitter as alum 
to the tongue. 

Sumner Welles, among others, warns against 
a sizable bloc of British sentiment in favor of 
keeping German factories in operation. The 
London Times favors it “to the highest point 
compatible with the military security of West- 
ern Europe.” 

There are certain members of the Allied Con- 
trol Commission, former American business men 
and industrialists, who have already carried their 
flirtation with this idea past the danger point. 

Without going into all the meandering rami- 
fications of the kind of economic prison we must 
build around German industry, let the immedi- 
ate issue stand out sharply elear. German coal 
mines must be repaired of the effects of neglect 
and sabotage as quickly as possible, with Ger- 
man labor, and put to work feeding the furnaces 
of the new Europe as it once fed the fires that 
wasted it. 

American coal we give freely, gladly, where it 
is needed to make life livable again. But not 
if the black diamonds of Western Germany are 
to be used to borrow time against a Nazi defeat 
we hope is final. 
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Senator Wheeler’s .Frankness 

Those who hope deeply for international ac- 
cord, for the fulfillment in world affairs of the 
American destiny, can be grateful to Senator 
Wheeler. With a frankness that would become 
other enemies of the United Nations Charter, 
he has admitted his “reluctance” to accept it. 
We now know better where and when the real 
fight will come, and are on guard. 

That first uneventful, oratorical day of Char- 
ter consideration in the Senate had about it an 
air of unreality. Many joined with Mr. Fulbright 
— although some might accuse him of too close 
inspection of a gift horse’s oral equipment—in 
being disturbed by the false unanimity in the 
atmosphere. It is no secret that there is silent, 
almost underground opposition to the new inter- 
nationalism, that umbrella isolationism is not 
dead, that flank attacks on the Charter will come 
later when the juggernaut of public opinion 
seems less inexorable. It is a healthier thing 
to have that opposition out in the open. 

The deceptive, lulling unanimity which Mr. 
Fulbright feared need not affect the future of 
international co-operation, with a big if—if the 
public stays fully informed and militantly posi- 
tive in its favor. There will be attempts, once 
the superstructure is set up, to whittle away at 
its foundation as Mr. Taft tried to do in his at- 
tack on the Bretton Woods agreement. But if 
the national will to make internationalism stand 
firm is as strong as the will to set it up in the 
first place, then Mr. Fulbright, and all who hope 
for a vigorous and not a defensive peace, need 
not be perturbed. 
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Texas U. Is Suspended 

The University of Texas is one of the most 
richly endowed universities, financially speak- 
ing, in the country, and some day it may be the 
world’s richest. For an institution of such great 
potentialities, preservation of academic freedom 
is particularly important. Yet the school now 
finds itself under indefinite suspension from 
the membership list of the Southern Association 
of Colleges, as the result of its regents’ action 
last Nov, 1 in dismissing Dr. Homer P. Rainey, 
the university’s president. 

Suspension from this membership list Is a 
serious matter for a school, even though Dr. T. 
S. Painter, acting president, tries to minimize 
the step by pointing out that this does not invali- 
date Texas VU. credits. Very true, but accept- 
able credits are far from being the total as- 
sets of a free university. When the president 
and faculty members are penalized by loss of 
their jobs for speaking their minds on public 
issues, when the regents attempt to dictate 
matters of policy that are in the jurisdiction of 
the school head in any well-administered col- 
lege, when attempts are made to impose a re- 
actionary pattern of thought on the school, then 
the standing of a great university sinks in the 
minds of progressive citizens everywhere, no 
matter if its credits remain valid. 

The association has not dealt so severely with 
Texas as it did with the University of Georgia, 
which was dropped from its accredited list four 
years ago as a result of Gov, Talmadge’s inroads 
upon academic freedom there. Nevertheless, the 
present action is an unmistakable. reproach to 
the regents and to Gov. Stevenson of Texas, 
who has declined to overrule their actions. If 
Texas U, is to regain good standing in the aca- 
demic world and among the public in general, 
some changes will have to be made.

Combined operations bring success at the front, but separate setups 
in Washington are time-wasting and costly, says new Secretary of 
State; criticizes competitive buying and maintenance of several in- 
telligence services; urges Congress create one all-over department. 


Secretary of State James F. Byrnes in the American Magazine 


I propose that Congress consider prompt- 
ly special legislation establishing a Depart- 
ment of the Armed Services and transfer 
to it all the functions of both the War and 
the Navy departments, The latter includes 
the Marines and the Coast Guard. 


Early in the war, our military leaders be- 
came convinced that our various armed 
forces had to fight as a team and that mod- 
ern warfare demanded unity of command. 
They moved voluntarily to achieve such 


‘unity in the theaters of operations. Unfor- 


tunately, this principle of co-ordination 
which was applied voluntarily in the field 
was not applied so thoroughly at home. 


Unity on the Beaches 


When we established a Pacific beach- 
head, the Navy and the Air Forces would 
jointly lay down a barrage, and the Army 
and the Marines would land on the beach 
and carry out the operation, The whole 
operation would be beautifully co-ordinated. 
But then each organization had to send to 
Washington a separate report through sep- 
arate services for the consideration of of- 
ficers who were not working in close co- 
ordination with the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 


The existence of separate departments 
has been particularly costly in time and 
money when they have procured supplies. 
In the early days of this war, the Army 
and the Navy competed, to the detriment 
of both services, in buying nearly all sup- 
plies. When it became clear that we faced 
a shortage of manpower and materials, the 
departments did arrange to purchase some 
supplies jointly. 

If the construction requirements of the 
two departments had been combined and 
directed by one agency, there would be an 
overhead saving of at least 25 per cent. 
That would represent millions of dollars. 


The two departments still compete in buy- 
ing most munitions. At many factories 
which are producing for both, each service 
has its own inspectors. Further, each serv- 
ice has different methods of accounting 
which increase costs to the producer and 
ultimately to the taxpayer, 


Why Separate Hospitals? 


The Army and the Navy competed even 
in the purchase of foods until, after much 
talk, the Army Quartermaster was finally 
authorized to buy food for the Navy. 


Both services still compete in buying 
supplies for their hospitals, even though 
they duplicate about 90 per cent in the 
supplies needed. They compete for physi- 
cians. They have separate hospitals. Cer- 
tainly there is no good reason why soldiers 
and sailors should not be treated at the 
same hospital. 


There are times when one service will 
have a generous stock of certain equipment 
while the other service is desperately short, 
Yet the two usually cannot borrow back 
and forth because their specifications are 
different, often needlessly so. 

This competition and duplication of effort 
is not the fault of any administrator; it is 
the fault of the law that split our military 
into two separate departments. 


Intelligence is another function where co- 
ordination is needed. The two departments 
not only have their own intelligence 
branches, but the State Department has 
such a service and the Office of Strategic 
Services hag also, I have frequently heard 


the complaint that our intelligence opera- 
tions are ineffective as compared with those 
of other nations, It is also charged that 
each of our intelligence groups is not given 
adequate appropriations, 


Conflict in Intelligence 


T believe the trouble is the lack of con- 
sOlidation in our intelligence. There is no 
excuse for four or even two intelligence 
organizations. We need only one, and we 
should see to it that our Intelligence Serv- 
ice ig equal to that of any other govern- 
ment in the world, That will not be possi- 
ble as long as our many intelligence officers 
are duplicating one another’s work and op- 
erating without central direction. 


The division in our military setup is re- 
flected even in Congress. In both/houses 
there is a committee on military affairs 
which handles legislation affecting the 
Army and another committee on naval af- 
fairs which exercises jurisdiction over naval 


legislation. j 


Even the appropriations for the two de- 
partments have been handled by two dif- 
ferent subcommittees of the Appropriations 
Committees, The consequence is that mem- 
bers of these committees become specialists 
and absérb much of the pride of service 
found in the officers of the Army and the 
Navy. 


As a result, there has been in the past no 
over-all consideration of our defense needs 
by any one congressional committee, To- 
day the situation is more encouraging. The 
House has a committee considering our 
postwar military policies. It is composed of 
able, experienced legislators and, more im- 
portant, it includes representatives of all 
the several committees having jurisdiction 
over military affairs. ? 


Army Officers Favor Plan 


When we consider the complicated prob- 
lems that have confronted our two military 
Secretaries in conducting a total war, with 
unity of operations in the field but division 
at home, the success is truly remarkable. 
Secretaries Stimson and Forrestal work as 
partners, not rivals, and furnish an exam- 
ple of co-operation that has permeated both 
services. Committees have been established 
to co-ordinate the purchases of many items 
and to compose differences. 


The lesson of this war is that military 
success depends upon prompt action, and 
such action.can come only when there is 
unity of command. It would be criminal if 
we did not profit from our experience in 
this war. 


High-ranking officers of the Army have 
come out strongly in favor of a union of 
the armed services, While officers of the 
Navy have shown less enthusiasm, they 
have not announced specific opposition to it, 


An inquiry is now being made as to the 
views of the commanding officers in the 
theaters of operation. I predict that when 
the officers of the Navy who have been in 
charge of operations in the Pacific are 
heard from, many will be found advocating 
a single department of the armed services.

Authoritative Book on China 
Calls for Sweeping Reforms 


“China’s Crisis,”” by Lawrence K. Rosinger. (Alfred 
A. Knopf, New York.) 
One of the more thorough of recent 

studies on China, this will be remembered 
as the book that, once and for all, removes 
the last lingering doubt that something 
more efficient and more democratie than 
the China that is supposedly united under 
the aegis of Chiang Kai-shek and th® Kuo- 
mintang is necessary to victory in the Ori 
ent, and a democratic peace there. 

In over 250 well-filled pages, Rosinger 
(Far Eastern expert for the Foreign Pol- 
iey Association), uncovers the anatomy of 
Chinese internal politics, ' 

Sun Fo, head of the legislative Yuan, 
showed the temper of the more impatient 
Chinese when, in 1944, he commented on 
the epoch of Nationalist Government like 
this: “We have already spent 16 years in 
political tutelage. Yet there is not a sin- 
gie councillor of the district People’s Politi- 
cal Council or a district administrator elect- 
ed by the people.” 

Rosinger defines China’s three most crit- 
ical political needs along this theme: swift 
leadership toward democracy by the Gov- 
ernment operating closely with the people; 
the giving of more power to the people in- 
stead of “merely talking about preparing 
them for democracy”; the carrying down 
of democracy as quickly as possible inte 
the district, China’s lowest political unit. 
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Fifteen significant pages summarize re- 
cent relations between the Communists and 
the Central Government. Chungking state- 
ments on the question of Red China wander 
far from the truth, even going so far 1s to 
imply that the Communists refuse to fight 
the Japanese—an insult to a courageous 
people, as any expert on China will tell you. 

On Sept. 16, 1944, a Communist leader 
voiced this plea: “We hope the Kuomintang 
will abandon one-party government imme- 
diately. We would like to have a national 
congress called to discuss national affairs 
openly. It should include representatives 
of local governments, of popular organiza- 
tions and of all parties that are willing to 
fight Japan. Only then can China's total 
strength be concentrated against Japan.” 

By contrast, the Kuomintang, aside from 
occasional and incomplete gestures toward. 
unity, continues its blockade against Com- 
munist areas, denies democracy to Central 
China and executes Communist leaders on 
the flimsiest charges. 

Rosinger concludes by pointing out that 
“only a progressive China working in har- 
mony with its allies in war and peace can 
serve the interests of this country.” 

“There is dynamite in Chinese politics,” 
he warns. RALPH PETERSON.

Capt. McLaughlin made 
but thorough preparations for the 
operation. He selected six assist- 
ants from among the troops on 
board. He used the crew’s mess 
as the operating room. Operating 
lights were rigged, and the room 
was scrubbed with hot water and 
a disinfectant. The surgical in- 
struments, which included bent 
tablespoons in the place of re- 
tractors, were sterilized in a 30- 
gallon soup cooker. 

Blackout precautions made it 
necessary to keep the portholes 
closed, as the ship was in dan- 
gerous waters, and the room was 
like an oven. Capt. McLaughlin 
worked on the patient for an hour 
and a half. The operation was 
finally completed, and the _in- 
flamed appendix was removed, 

Three days later, the sick sea- 
man was removed to a base hos- 
pital, where physicians found the 
patient in excellent condition. For 
their fine work, Capt. McLaughlin 
and his assistants received a glow- 
ing commendation from the ship's 
captain.

Labor is counting heavily on a 
heavy soldier vote, and field dis- 
patches to British newspapers of 
varied political complexions have 
conceded the troops were leaning 
to the left.

The labor party in Britain is 
called socialist, and does not ob- 
ject to that tag. However, Her- 
bert Morrison, campaign manager, 
places the party platform only 
slightly to the left of the Roose- 
velt New Deal.

tures over a prolonged period of 
time. Sunstroke or heat stroke is 
a disturbance of the heat regulat- 
ing mechanism of the body due to 
the same morbid conditions, The 
association of extreme heat with 
high humidity is particularly sig- 
nificant in the causation of these 
states. Congestion of the brain 
internal organs of the 
body are the chief changes. Some- 
times when death is sudden, no 
noteworthy lesions are noted. 


Signs and symptoms: Heat ex- 
haustion is accompanied by weak- 


ness, pallor, dizziness, and cold 
clammy sweating. Stupor is usual- 
ly present, but loss of conscious- 
ness is rare. Pulse and breathing 
rate are accelerated and blood 
pressure is lowered. The mouth 
temperature may be subnormal or 
slightly elevated. The onset as a 


H az exhaustion is a state of 


rule is sudden and does not neces- 
sarily follow exertion. 

When the weather is more or 
less constantly hot, these symp- 
toms may be preceded by a period 
of a few days with a feeling of 
malaise, headache, loss of appetite 
and constipation. Frequently it is 
difficult to distinguish between 
heat exhaustion and sunstroke. In 
any event your doctor is in a bet- 
ter position to take care of the 
situation and qhould be called at 
once. 

This is especialy indicated in 
older individuals, as such condi- 
tions as heat exhaustion or sun- 
stroke may precipitate some or- 
ganic heart condition that has 
been fairly dormant. 

In my next article I will tell 
you a little more about sunstroke, 
as it is the more serious of the 
two conditions. 1 shall also give 
some suggestive first-aid remedies 
necessary in both conditions.

“Some 
employers,” he writes, “are con- 
vinced that management must co- 
operate with labor if either one is 
to survive and profit—the sooner 
each side mends its ways the bet- 
ter off everybody will be. For 
with industrial relations in their 
present battered state, and with 
racial friction more tense than it 
has ever been, an explosion in 
Detroit might set the whole coun- 
try on fire.”

THE SAME could be said of 
any other large industrial center. 
We need to discipline ourselves to 
see things from other people’s 
point of view as well as from our 
own, and that is what manage- 
ment and labor boards in every 
factory would help us to do, 
There is some pretty plain speak- 
ing in this article about the faults 
of management as well as of la- 
bor. That is as it should be, for 
while many of us see faults on 
either one side or the other, it is 


really important that we see the 
faults on both sides. 

I read a long letter in one of 
the papers the other day by Rus- 
sell V. Leffingwell, which was on 
the whole very wise and fair.

the thought that labor, alone, 
needed reform, I find this thought 
frequently repeated in things 
which I read, and yet the reforms 
must come on both sides. One 
thing we must always remember: 
There is seldom any great diffi- 
culty in getting management’s side 
of any story printed, but when it 
comes to getting labor’s side into 
print, that is a very different 
question. I could almost tell you 
beforehand the very few papers 
which will usually print both 
sides.

I HAVE just finished Dan 
Wickenden’s “The Wayfarers,” 
one of the few novels I have read 
recently. It is very well written, 
the characters are well drawn and 
the story is real and vivid.

Pressed Jellied Veal 


The Swedish cooks make a won- 
derful dish of pressed jellied veal 
that. is delightful for warm 
weather and also a nice thought 
for a buffet supper party. 


Two and one-quarter pounds of 
veal neck, together with a shank 
of veal are brought to a boil in 
two quarts of water complete with 
a soup bunch and spice bag. When 
scum begins to rise, skim it off, 
reduce the heat, cover the pot and 
let the brew simmer for about an 
hour and a half—until the meat is 
tender. 


Now take the meat out of the 
keftle, free it from the bone and 
tendons and chop into large cubes. 
Strain the stock through a cloth 
and reduce it to make four cups. 
Soak a tablespoon of gelatin in a 
little cold water and add it to the 
stock. Mix in the chopped meat 
and season with salt, pepper, a 
little vinegar and a few drops of 
Worcestershire sauce. 


Pour into a wet mold and set 
on ice to harden. When ready to 
use, unmold onto a serving dish 
and garnish with pickled beets

What was the first spoon? 
Probably it was a shell picked up 
on the shore.

You probably will obtain one of 
two types of loans from a bank or 
other lending agency. One, a 
straight mortgage, is a promise to 
pay back definite amounts at 
specified future. dates, and _ to 
make interest payments at regu- 
lar intervals in between, The 
other—the kind most widely used 
—js the amortized mortgage. This 
involves regular payments, month- 
ly or otherwise, which include 
both the interest due and a por- 
tion of the principal until the debt 
is paid completely. 

How much can you spend for a 
home? A rule of thumb says you 
can afford a home equal to two 
years’ income. The council tossed 
that into the waste baSket and 
acknowledged that no exact for- 
mula can be offered, but devel- 
oped a method, for arriving at a 
practical estimate.

you learned 
your monthly income for 
housing, qou are in a po- 
sition to determine how much 
of a home you can. afford. 
For this the council furnishes a 
table that allows for all but the 
preliminary cost (see table No. 2). 
The table includes terms of loans 
in a prevailing range—4 to 6 per 
cent for 10, 15 or 20 years—but a 
smaller range may be used for 
illustrative purposes. As used 
here, the first column lists month- 
ly “income for housing.” The sec- 
ond and third indicate total home- 
owning costs, including the terms 
of loans at typical levels—5 per 
cent for either 15 or 20 years—and 
indicate the value of the home 
that a given “income for housing” 
can finance. ‘To use the table, find 
your own “income for housing,” 
Then read across to the column 
under the loan terms you desire. 
When you arrive at that figure, 
you add to it the down payment 
you can make. The total of these 
two figures should give you a 
good idea of the total investment 
you can handle. 

The council urges (a) stay with- 
in your income, and (b) check 
your estimates with your lending 
agency. 

You also can work out an an- 
swer to the question: What are 
the costs of home ownership? Put 
down, on a monthly basis if you 
prefer, the amortization costs 
(payments of principal and inter- 
est on your loan); fire, wind and 
any other insurance; taxes and 
any special assessments: and up- 
keep (repair and decoration). Add 
the figures and you will have an 
approximation of your home own- 
ing expenses. Compare it with 
your “income for housing.” 

And handle the upkeep estima- 
tion witn generous care! That 
item throws more householders 
any any other. 

Choosing a satisfactory site and 
design for a home can be a 
ticklish job. But the Small Homes 
Council supplies helpful advice. 

How, for instance, should you 
select a location you will like? 
The organization suggests that 
you pick a neighborhood with a 
high percentage of owner-occu- 
pied houses.

First figure your fam- 
ily’s needs, present and future. 

Analyzing designs of homes, the 
council says: 

“In general, simple, rectangular 
plans are cheaper than rambling, 
irregular plans, Dimensions which 
permit the use of stock sizes of 
materials eliminate wasteful cut- 
ting. The plans of many histori- 
ca] ‘styles’ of architecture do not 
suit today’s modes of living.”

it” for a while. Also check these 
points: 

1. Flexibility—a house with in- 
sulation, heating, wiring, appli- 
ances and cabinet work will have 
a better resale value. A house 
with large common areas—such 
as adjoining, undivided living and 
dining rooms that could be com- 
bined into one when entertaining 
—is better than a house with 
small, isolated rooms. 

2. Circulation — halls 
homes should occupy 
space as possible and, if unneces- 
sary, should be eliminated. Steep 
or winding stairs are dangerous. 
Place doors where they won't 
waste floor or wall space. To 
move furniture, halls must be 36 
to 40 inches wide, stairs 36. 

3. Orientation—living and _ din- 
ing rooms should look out over 
garden or lawn and, like bed- 
rooms, should take advantage of 
sunlight and breeze. 

William H, Scheick, architect 
and professor of architecture who 
re- 
ports these home building trends: 

Homes in the $5000° to $7500 
range will be the most popular. 

In the smaller dwelling class, a 
one-story house of five or six 
rooms, including three bedrooms, 
will enjoy wide favor, as will 
simple designs. 

There will be a wide use of 
more and bigger windows, auto- 
matic laundry and dishwashing 
equipment and air conditioning in 
the early _postwar period. —

T is strange, but lamentably 
| true, that the same players who 
are most unrestrained about 
bidding slams are the players who 
should be satisfied with lesser 
contracts because of their un- 
skilled play. Take today’s deal for 
example, 
South, dealer. 
East-West vulnerable.

by playing the spade three on the 


following trump lead. Declarer 
drew the last trump and then took 
the club finesse. East won, and 
after that there was no way of 
declarer’s avoiding the loss of an- 
other club trick, and his contract: 


East’s signal in spades should 
have made the hand easy to play. 
South should have drawn West's 
trumps, cashed his other heart 
trick and ruffed his own last 
heart, then cashed the king and 
ace of spades. The spades played 
by East on these tricks would 
have made it unmistabably clear 
that another spade, if led, would 
be lost to East. Well, then, why 
not let him win that third spade! 


Declarer could simply discard a 
club in the knowledge that East 
then would have to lead a club 
directly up to dummy’s tenace, 
or a heart or spade on which 
South could discard his last losing 
club while he was ruffing in 
dummy.
